Video only adds to debate over officers’ firings

Now that everyone can see 
what happened at Agawam Police 
Headquarters in June 2016, opin- 
ions remain divided over the fir- 
ing of three police officers for use 
of excessive force. 


Ultimately, now that the dis- 
trict attorneys office has decid- 
ed not to pursue a criminal case 
against Sgt. Anthony Grasso, 
Officer Edward Connor and Offi- 
cer John Moccio, the state's Civil 
Service Commission will decide 
whether they can get their jobs 
back. 


In a move that gained a lot of 
attention late last week, Mayor 
Richard Cohen responded to a 
Freedom of Information Act re- 
quest and released the full video 
of the three officers, and their in- 
cident in the holding cell with ar- 
restee David Desjardins, of Baltic, 
Conn. 


The three had part of their ap- 
peal hearing with the state Civil 
Service Commission last week. 
Cohen and Police Chief Eric Gillis 
were among the witnesses who 
testified at the hearing, which 
was closed to the public. 

The attorney for the three offi- 
cers, John Connor of Springfield, 
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has claimed since the firing oc- 
curred that the officers followed 
the Agawam Police Department's 
policies and procedures as relat- 
ed to use of force. He repeatedly 
stated that he has viewed the vid- 
eo and once it was released and

Town links 
back on 
course 


Revenues paid for 
new mower, though 
general fund hole 
still remains

The Agawam Municipal Golf 
Course is finally running off re- 
tained earnings after three years 
of needing town funds to fill gaps 
in the budget, as well as funds for 
capital items. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said 
he is very proud of the progress 
made by the golf course in a cli- 
mate where the sport has been 
as unpredictable as the weather 
can be. 

“We rely on the weather for 
that golf course to succeed, said 
Cohen. “It is a weather-based 
business. But we have also made 
alot of great improvements to the 
course. 

Until last year, the course 
had, for several years, outspent 
its budget, which is based on the 
courses own previous year's rev- 
enue. In fiscal 2016, the year that 
ended last June 30, the course fi- 
nally collected more in revenue 
than it spent. 

Earlier this fiscal year, the 
course was able to purchase a 
mower with its own retained 
earnings from fiscal 2016. In 
previous years, the course had 
depended on transfers from the 
towns general budget for major 
capital purchases — to the tune 
of $70,000 for a lawnmower in 
2015, and $265,000 for golf carts 
the year before that. The golf en- 
terprise also received smaller 
year-end bailouts to cover oper- 
ating deficits. 

When it made a profit last 
year, the course repaid $25,000 
to the general fund. City Council 
President James Cichetti said if 
the course finishes in the black 
again in fiscal 2017, the council 
may ask for another $25,000 re- 
imbursement, though there are

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State advances law for filling 
school board vacancies

Half a year after election runner-up Bri- 
an Burbank made it onto the School Com- 
mittee as a rare mid-term replacement, 
Agawam is one step closer to making selec- 
tions like his happen automatically. 

The governor and state Legislature this 
month approved special legislation that 
would enable Agawam to change its town 
charter and handle school board vacancies 
the same way it handles mid-term open- 
ings on the City Council. Now voters will 
have their chance to weigh in, at the town 
election in November. 

Under the proposed law, if a School 
Committee seat becomes vacant within the 
first 18 months of a two-year term, the seat 
will automatically be offered to the high- 
est available vote-getter from the previous 
election — the top runner-up. 

The result, if applied to the seat that 
became vacant last spring when longtime 
School Committee member Roberta Do- 
ering died, would have been the same, as 
Burbank finished seventh in the 2015 race 
for six seats on the School Committee. The 
fact that he would have been elected auto- 
matically under City Council rules was one 
of the arguments that convinced the joint 
meeting of the 11 City Council and five 
remaining School Committee members — 
the procedure specified in the current town 
charter — to select him in April to finish 
Doering's term. 

At the time of that vote, School Commit- 
tee members objected to the fact that their 
preference could be overridden by coun- 
cilors — who had a better than two-to-one 


majority at the joint meeting. Two school 
board members abstained from the vote in 
protest. 

As is the case for the council currently, 
the new law states that candidates who re- 
ceived less than 30 percent of the vote to- 
tal of the winning candidate would not be 
eligible. Burbank had received 2,333 votes, 
about three-quarters of the 3,052 garnered 
by the top vote-getter of 2015, Anthony 
Bonavita. In order for him to be disqual- 
ified from automatically taking office, he 
would have had to have finished with fewer 
than 1,017 votes. 

The new law further provides that if the 
top runner-up were unavailable to serve, 
or declined the office, it would be offered 
to the next runner-up, as long as he or she 
met the 30 percent requirement. In the 
event that no runner-up were available and 
willing to serve, or if none of the available 
runners-up met the 30 percent threshold, 
the School Committee would meet on its 
own — without the City Council — to ap- 
point a new member. 

Vacancies in the final half-year of the 
term would be left unfilled. 

The bill was passed by both houses of 
the Legislature on Jan. 3 and signed by Gov. 
Charlie Baker on Jan. 12. It would not take 
effect, however, until being passed by a ma- 
jority of voters as a ballot question in the 
2017 town election in November. 

Mid-term vacancies have been rare on 
Agawams two elected boards, occurring 
only a handful of times in the past 20 years. 
The most recent vacancy on the School 
Committee, prior to Doering’s death, came 
after the 2006 passing of John Burns.

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Agawam and West Springfield. It turns out local 
residents were right to be upset, though not because 
they were in any personal danger. 

When we found out the birds had been poisoned 
by the federal government, it only added to the ques- 
tions and paranoia: Why is the USDA killing birds? 
How do we know that whatever this poison is wont 
hurt us? Are they spraying poison all over Agawam? 
Is there poison in the air? Who thought it was a good 
idea to release poison in the air that my children and 
my pets breathe?! 

No, there never was poison in the air. The “pesti- 
cide, DRC-1339, took the form of edible pellets at the 
Bondis Island landfill. Most birds were expected to 
die on-site. Similar “starling control applications’ had 
been made at the same site in the past, with no inci- 
dent. The public health scare turned out to be busi- 
ness as usual for one of the myriad federal, state and 
local agencies that quietly manage our natural envi- 
ronment by conducting relatively boring construc- 
tion, research, rescue and — yes — culling operations, 
without attracting much public attention, every day. 

The poison wasn't the problem. The fact that too 
few people knew about it was. 

To give credit to USDA, they did notify the Agawam 
and West Springfield boards of health — apparently 
after they had deployed the poison, but at least on the 
same day. That wasnt enough, however. Agawam’s 
health agent was out of the office all day that day. Even 
if he were in the office, he probably doesn't spend his 
time watching the local television news and refresh- 
ing his Facebook feed on the off chance that a public 
health-related furor is erupting in his town. 

But the mayor and city councilors do. It’s their job 
to stay on top of public opinion and field calls from 
concerned residents and the press. None of them had 
received a warning from the USDA, and because the 
health agent hadn't read the email yet, none of them 
heard about it from the Health Department, either. 
So when the calls started coming in asking why birds 
were dropping dead, they had no answer, and what 
could have been a simple answered question turned 
into an unnecessary frenzy of fear and wild specula- 
tion. 

If a state or federal agency is going to poison our 
wildlife, even if it’s a “routine” application, even if it’s 
being done in a secluded industrial zone, even if they 
estimate that just 1 percent of the victim animals may 
end up in residential areas, we need to know about it. 
That doesnt have to mean phone calls to every resi- 
dent in town, but it should mean making sure our po- 
litical leaders have enough information that they can 
answer their constituents questions. 

Whether or not the USDA needs to provide 30-day 
notice and solicit feedback from the community, as 
suggested by the mayor and City Council president, 
it clearly needs to involve town government earlier in 
the process than the afternoon when the fast-acting 
poison is being ingested already. Even a week’s notice 
might have been enough to have the USDA email for- 
warded to the mayor's office, and killed the airborne 
poison rumor before it even took off.

My time as a medic 


with the first troops into Japan after the 

surrender on the deck of the Battleship 
Missouri. 

Our small group of military 
intelligence people had the mis- 
sion to help disarm the Japanese 
military. In subsequent columns, 
I wrote how this was being ac- 
complished. Part of our success 
was due to the Emperor Hiro- 
hito, who directed his nation to 
work with American occupiers 
in order to transition to a peace-

limbs. 

“Once a week, you will have night duty 
for emergencies. We had been asked to ac- 
cept Japanese workers for treat- 
ment, but so far, no Japanese ci- 
vilian has been in. The first week 
or so, you will work alongside 
one of our people, and then you 
can work independently. Good 
luck, Sgt. Berger. 

I put away my belongings in 
my assigned sleeping area and 
reported in to the treatment 
area. I watched for the remain- 








ful nation. 

Our disarming effort stretched from 
September of 1945 until June of 1946. At 
that point, my captain called me in to his 
office. Captain Gallagher went through all 
our efforts over the past nine months and 
when he ended, he asked for my thoughts. 
All I could come out with was, “When can I 
go home?” Gallagher replied, “Our mission 
is complete but unfortunately even though 
our unit has been disbanded, the command 
structure has instituted a ‘point system for 
being sent home. Length of service counts 
for points, time overseas counts, your job 
description counts for points and when 
you reach a certain level, you go home. My 
guess is that you have about 3 to 6 months 
left here in Japan. 

I asked, “Do I have a choice in my next 
assignment?” He answered, “only if you 
re-enlist or choose a civilian job here; how- 
ever, I got you a nice quiet job next door 
at the Medical Center” “What would I do 
there, I asked?” “On your army records, it 
says that you have a Scout merit badge for 
first aid. I guess you will be a medic.’ 

I saluted and left, gathered up my gear 
and went next door and reported to Cap- 
tain Mayer in the Medical Center. After 
some general questions about where I 
would bunk, we got down to my duties. 
Captain Mayer outlined what he had in 
mind for me. 

“We do a lot of ‘sick call’ type of stuff 
early in the morning after reveille, he said. 
“That's colds, eye infections, sprains and 
general laziness. The rest of the day we 
treat a lot of STD diseases. We clear out a 
number of plugged ears, and we patch up 
great numbers of cuts, bruises and broken 


der of the day and the assort- 
ment of medical problems was exactly as 
Captain Mayer had said. 

The days following, I worked alongside 
a few of the other workers, and from time 
to time I was asked to do the bandaging, 
irrigate the eye and load the syringe for the 
next person to get a shot for an STD. Finally 
I was on my own. 

My very first patient had a complaint 
that he hurt quite a bit. The diagnosis from 
the doc was a series of four shots of anti- 
bacterial material. I filled the syringe, at- 
tached a long needle and asked the soldier 
to either lie down or bend over. I guess that 
I did it correctly, then and for the next few 
times, because the soldier was cured. 

The treatment for wax in the ears was a 
tough one to do. I needed someone to hold 
the pan close to the ear, while I irrigat- 
ed the ear with warm soapy water. Large 
hunks of wax and water flowed out and the 
soldier could hear again. Success! 

I helped with broken limbs, but did not 
set them. I was asked to sew up a nasty cut 
when the doctor was absent. I dont believe 
I did a good job, but it did get done and the 
patient seemed pleased. 

The weeks went by and finally, one 
morning, reading the bulletin board, I 
noted that my time was up there for going 
home. My time was up. I had taken part ina 
great piece of history in the world. I did my 
share and it was OK to go home.

Later in the video, Desjardins is stand- 
ing apart from the officers, in his cell, when 
one of the officers begins striking him on 
the leg with his baton. Because no audio 
was recorded, it is unclear whether or how 
the officer was provoked.

Service Commission will be left to make 
a decision on the fate of the officers. The 
three are seeking full back pay for the time 
since they were terminated. A decision 
could take up to six months. 

If the officers are successful, the town 
would owe the three officers back pay. The 
town has already been paying other offi- 
cers to take shifts that the three fired offi- 
cers would have taken. The longer it takes 
to reach a decision, the larger the potential 
financial impact. 

While Gillis and Cohen have defended 
the firing, the decision for the Civil Service 
Commission became more complicated 
when it learned that Hampden County Dis- 
trict Attorney Anthony Gulluni would not 
be pursuing criminal charges against the 
officers. 

Connor could not be reached for com- 
ment as of press time to answer questions 
regarding whether or not the fired officers 
will pursue a lawsuit against the town, as 
well as his full interpretation of the video 
and the use of force. 

Cohen confirmed he released the vid- 
eo because of a Freedom of Information 
Act request, but said he will be making no 
further comments on the case because it is 
still in the appeal process.

Cohen said the course currently has 
near $150,000 in retained earnings and he 
believes that will be enough to fund the 
course during the spring months and keep 
the budget balanced while it waits for rev- 
enues.

“My understanding was the pesticide 
was a pellet that was dropped somewhere 
around Bondis Island, the mayor said, re- 
ferring to the northeastern corner of Aga- 
wam near the West Springfield town line.

“It can be such a tough business,’ said 
Cohen. “You can lose $4,000 to $5,000 with 
just one day of bad weather.’ 

After two years of subsidizing the golf 
course, the council formed an Ad Hoc Golf 
Committee chaired by Councilor Robert 
Rossi. It also includes Councilors Chris- 
topher Johnson and Anthony Suffriti. The 
committee last met in August, Rossi said. 
He said there is currently a “wait-and-see” 
approach with the course for 2017. 

“While my committee has not met for- 
mally since August, I have been attending 
all Golf Commission meetings to stay up- 
dated with the course, said Rossi. “The 
business was down a bit in 2016 because 
of bad weather, but the course has retained 
earnings. 

He said the fact that the town’s general 
fund is not currently needed to help their 
budget is a good thing. 

“The course is holding its own, said 
Rossi. 

Rossi is hoping a good spring will help 
the course meet its budget figure by the 
end of the fiscal year, five months from now.

ling control has been conducted today, it 
states. 

The trash facility on Bondi’ Island was 
among three places in the region that re- 
ceived the pesticide. Cohen said White 
was not at work the day the email was 
sent, and also believed that the town needs 
more advance notice so that it can educate 
the public about what poisons are being 
brought into the community. 

“The public and municipal officials de- 
serve notice, education and information 
on the dissemination of any pesticides to 
have a full understanding of its purpose 
and what the consequences are to the en- 
vironment, states Cohen and Cichettis 
letter to the town's federal legislators, Rep. 
Richard Neal, Sen. Elizabeth Warren and 
Sen. Edward Markey. “It is unclear how 
much of the pesticide was used, how it was 
applied, and what possible impacts it may 
have on other species.’ 

Cohen and Cichetti request in their let- 
ter that the USDA should provide at least 
30 days notice before any pesticide dis- 
tribution, give communities a voice in the 
release of any pesticides, and release more 
detailed information ahead of time.

The Agawam mayors office and Plan- 
ning Department, with assistance from the 
Pioneer Valley Planning Commission, is 
seeking applicants for two housing rehabil- 
itation grant programs funded through the 

ommunity Development Block Grant pro- 
gram. State CDBG funding is competitive 
and successful applications demonstrate 
sufficient levels of town interest. The dead- 
line to submit applications for either pro- 
gram is Jan. 27. 

The Housing Rehabilitation Assistance 
program is designed to assist income-eligi- 
ble homeowners to eliminate building code 
violations, improve unsafe or unhealthy 
conditions, improve weatherization, or 
make other necessary repairs. 

The Aging in Place program is designed 
to assist income-eligible homeowners aged 
65 and over to remain safely in the homes 
that they occupy. The program would pro- 


vide grants up to $5,000 to implement im- 
provements, including, but not limited to 
safety repairs, grab bars, handrails, non-slip 
stair treads, smoke and carbon monoxide 
detectors, furnace and chimney cleaning, 
door and window locks, removal of build- 
ing code violations, and other similar re- 
pairs that improve the safety and function- 
ality of a senior owner-occupied home.
